PROHIBITION  MASS"  CONVENTION 


Night  Session. 

I’y  invitation  the  night  session  was  held 
in  the  Hall  of  Represen' atives.  The  chair- 
man Pres:  I)  C.  Hull,  presided  and  R<  v.  A’. 
A.  Borum  led  in  prayer. 

Chairman  Hull  paid  a tribute  to  thn 
pioneer  Prihibitionists,  and  introduced  the 
first  speaker.  Senator  S.  R.  Young,  who  was 
followed  by  Hon.  S Joe  Owen  and  Hon.  E. 
A.  Rowan,  members  of  the  Legislature.  These 
three  legislators  made  strong  speeches,  each 
advocating  any  advanced  legislation  that 
would  make  more  secure  the  enforcement  of 
our  prohibition  laws. 

Chancellor  Kinmbrough  sent  a letter  of 
regret  that  sudden  illness  th\  day  before  had 
prevented  his  filling  his  plaekon  the  pro- 
gram. Mr.  F D.  Landers,  Alitor  of  the 
Hattiesburg  News,  was  also  detained  by  pro- 
tracted illness  and  sent  his  greetings,  and  ex- 
pression of  strong  desire  for  law  enforce- 
ment., 

, Telegrams  were  read  from  Ex-Governor 
T.  M Campbell,  Palestine,  Texas;  Doctor  J 
H Oambrell,  Dallas,  and  Hon.  W.  P,  Lane, 
State  Comptroller,  Austin,  Texas  all  com- 
mending a felony  law  for  selling  whiskey  in 
dry  territory.  Comptroller  Lane’s  telegram 
is  as  follows. 

Austjn,  Texas,  Jan  8th,  1912.

“Texas  tried  misdemeanor  laws  for  years 
to  enforce  local  option  without  satisfactory 
results.  Felony  law  does  the  work  ef- 
fectively beyond  question.  Texas  juriey 
assess  heavier  penalties  against  white  boot,, 
loggers  than  they  do  against  ignorant  ne 
groes.  I commend  the  penitentiary  as  a 
suitable  place  for  bootleggers.

Ev-Governor  Campbell’s  and  Doctor  Gam- 
brell’a  telegrams  were  rqually  as  strong  The 
secretary  was  instructed  to  acknowledge  tb?

A ( abb-  Message  announces  the  death  of 
Ur.  J B Hartwell,  Hwang-hi-m,  China,  Jan 
3 1912.  It  is  with  great  sorrow  that  wc  re- 
cord the  close  of  this  most  notable,  mission- 
ary  career.  1 or  fifty-four  years  he  gave  his 
life  with  unfaltering  zeal  and . consecration 
to  the  salvation  of  the  people  of  China  Few 
men  ever  wrought  with  greater  zeal,  fidelity 
and  wisdom.  He  went  to  China  almost  at 
I the  beginning  of  our  Baptist  work«1n  that 
Empire.  He  was  the  first  missionary  to 
| raise  the  standard  of  the  Cross  in  the  Shan- 
tung Province  in  North  China.  What  mar  , 
velous  ehanges  have  been  wrought  within 
this  half  century.  When  he  went  to  China, 
the  whole  Protestant  Christian  population 
of  the  Empire  was  something  less  than  2,000 
He  lived  to  see  the  Protestant  population 
more  than  200.000  with  Christian  Colleges, 
Theological  Seminaries.  Medical  Schools 
and  Hospitals  scattered  almost  over  the 
whole  Empire. 

Hartwell  is  gone.  According  to  the  de- 
sire which  he  expressed  in  his  farewell  ad- 
dress at  the  Convention  at  Louisville,  he 
has  been  buried  in  China,  the  land  to  which 
lie  gave  these  long  years  of  his  life.  Who 
will  take  his  placet  What  a call  his  de- 
parture makes  for  strong  young  men  to 
meet  the  marvelous  opportunities  which  he 
has  seen  gradually  open  up  in  China.  May 
the  announcement  of  this  death  prove  a 
trumphet  call  from  God  for  many  volun- 
teers.

Contributing  to  ignoran  e 
are  more  restlessness  rebellion,  ill- h nlth, 
slender  purse,  necessity  for  oth-  r labor 
Nearly  every  one  of  these  rest  on  sin.  dire  t- 
lv  or  indirectly,  and  sin  always  is  sin.  what- 
ever its  form  or  course  of  procedure. 

Our  country  cannot  survivp  without  the 
home.  It  is  the  conservator  of  all  that  is 
good,  and  the  enemy  of  all  that  is  bad  There 
are  homes,  and  then  there  are  HOMES,  but 
we  speak  of  those  who  do  not  belie  their 
names.  Ilere  respect,  honor,  preference 
and  love  are  taught.  Selfishness,  greed,  ty- 
ranny and  oppression  have  n®  room  The 
well  ordered  home  makes  noticeable  world- 
harmony  which  pleases  and  exhalts.  The 
home  which- is  a hell  is  an  open  door  towards 
perdition.  As  long  as  our  homes  are  kept 
pure,  we  need  have  little  fear  of  external 
foes.  Hearthstones  preserved  in  honor  nr- 
an  armament  which  steel  cannot  pierce  or 
explosives  destroy.  Gre.-ee  and  Rome  would 
be  standing  yet  if  their  homes  had  stood, 
•♦hut — their  homes  were  murderf-d  by  lust. 

Ignorance  will  never  be  a strong  founda- 
tion for  kingdom  or  republic.  Just  laws 
cannot!  be  made  or  executed  without  a cult- 
ured and  trained  intelligence.  Education 
put  to  a wrong  purpose  is  worse  than  an  un- 
developed mind.  The  character  of  oiir  pub- 
lic school  children  is  in  danger.  Playing

First;  the. feast  of  unleavened:  bread, ’which 
was  observed  in  connection  WJith  the  Pass- 
over  ;

Second,  the  feast  of  weeks,  to  celebrate 

the  first  fruits  of  the  wheat  harvest  and  its 
time  is  fifty  days  after  the  Passover,  and 

Third,  the  feast  of  tabemaeb-s.  to  be  oh 
served  at  the  ingathering  of  rite  fn  1 har- 
vest, in  autumn. 

In  each  of  these  feasts  there  is  a <!ay  S'-t 
apart  as  an  holy  convocation,  ami  in  which 
all  senile  work  was  forbidden.  The  first 


two  of  these  special  feast  days  are  specially 
-prophetic  of  the  resurrection  of  our  ljord. 
and  of  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  day 
of  Petatccost.  respectively.  1

THE  DEADLY  CIGARETTE

It  has  been  a long  time  since  Seneca  spoke 
of  a certain  man  who  let  in  a thief  at  the 
mouth  to  steal  away  the  brain.  Sad  t«>  say 
it. — and  immeasurably  sadder  Wause  it's 
true, — in  our  own  times  there  are  thousands 
upon  thousands  of  young  men  and  boys  who 
are  drawing  into  the  mouth  through  tie- 
deadly  cigarette,  the  enemy  that  is  destroy- 
ing, the  best  of  their  physical  manhood,  un- 
horsing their  noblest  aspirations,  dethroning 
their  moral  stamina,  and  pauperising  their  *’ 
brain. 

I am  reliably  informed  that  it  is  a matter 
of  record  that  within  the  last  fifty  years 
not  a student  at  Harvard  University  who  in- 
dulged in  the  cigarette  habit,  has  been  grad- 
uated at  *he  head  of  his  class — and  this  r e- 
markable record  in  the  fa<je  of'  the  further 
fact  that,  on  an  average,  five  out  of  six 
smoked. 

Another  great  educator  has  asked  all  stu- 
dents who  will  not  give  up  the  deadly  cigar- 
ette. to  leave  the  institution  over  which  he

The  above  is  only  a partial  list,  of  course. 
Certainly  the  doors  of  the  business  world 
are  all  being  closed  against  the  individual 
who  has  fastened  his  life  to 'the  cool  end  of 
a deadly  cigarette.  Every  day  finds  the  list 
growing.  It  will  not  he  long  before  the 
cigarette  fiend  will  he  completely  without  a 
job.  The  last  dispatches  from  Washington 
say  that  Chief  of  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau,  Willis  E.  Moore,  reiterates  with  jin 
emphasis  that  is  convincing  that  the  ban  bn 
cigarettes  in  his  department  is  permanent.

I 
immediately  begin  to  investigate  to  find  if 
the  tnyi  smokes  iejfcnnttes  Nine  times  in 
ten  he  does — and  tjhri&he  goes— and  that  for 
good  V 

The  tijmtejpf  K TUTIh  rriman  is  a house- 
hold WordT  ■wt’hiijQpnntry  as  a synonym  of 
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who  used  cigarettes  Rtood  at  the  head  of  his 
class— in  j>oint  of  scholarship. 

And  the  principal  of  a big  business  college 
has  gone  on  record  recently  against  the 
deadly  cigarette  in  these  timely,  wanting 
words: — “This  is  our  experience  in  teaching 
more  than  50, 000  young  people:  Cigarettes 
bring  mental  debility,  shattered  nerves, 
stunted  growth,  and  general  physical  and 
meutal  degeneration.  We  now  refuse  to  re- 
ceive users  of  tobacco  in  our  institution.” 

I hHve  had  some  experience  in  the  school- 
room, I cannot  now  reeal  a single  instance 
of  excellence  in  either  scholarship  or  morals 
by  a confirmed  cigerptte  fiend  I do  remem- 
ber, however,  that  the  most  trifling  hoys. I 
ever  tried  to  teach  usually  had  their  finger- 
tips stained  as  yellow  as  gold  with  the  nico- 
tine poison  of  cigarettes. 

Realizing  the  awful  effects  produced  by 
the  deadly  cigarette  upon  both  miftd  and 
body  of  those  who  use  it,  the  business  world 
is  fast  closing  its  doors  against  habitual 
cigarette  smokers.
